In 1840 Brisbane published in Philadelphia a book on the "Social 
Destiny of Man," which is a popularization of Fourier's work on the 
same subject. And he also published a series of articles in Horace 
Greeley’s Daily Tribune, in New Yoric, running through an entire 
year. 

Brisbane paid for Ihr space at odiYrtisiug rates, but the articles 
gave Greeley the reputation of having propagated Socialism and Com¬ 
munism in this country. 

That book and these articles may be said to have originated the 
Fourierist movement in America. The most notable result was the 
experiment at Brook Farm, in which many great literary men of the 
day took an interert, particularly George Ripley, Charles A. Dana, 

Margaret Fuller, George William Curtis, Nathaniel Hawihomc, and 
to some- extent Ralph Waldo Emerson.

Albert Brisbane saw this movement fail very rapidly. It disap¬ 
peared after a few years. It was Utopian, premature and not based 
upon the economic development ot the country. 

In those days, when production by machinery, was still in its in¬ 
fancy, and conditions were still very colonial and there was plenty of 
elbow room and chances for everybody, individualism naturally had 
to have full sway and had it. There was little room for Socialism then. 

And therefore we must look upon Albert Brisbane-rather in the 

light of a seer than of an achiever. ,.

To the superficial observer the Fourierist movement disappeared 
in America without leaving any trace except in supplying Albert Bris¬ 
bane’s brilliant son, Arthur, with Socialist ideas which he occasionally 
uses with great effect in some of his editorials. However, that view is 
not porrect—because Albert Brisbane and Fourierism Irft their impress 
upon, the foremost American writers, poets and editors of the second 
half of the nineteenth century.

Typo Convention on Political Policy 


Sl. Joseph, Mo.. August tr. WOQ. 

To the Officers and Member* of the International Typographical 

Union: 

Gentlemen—Ynnr committee on political policy doires to report 
as follows; 

The reccimmcndations made by President Lynch, in his annual 
report meet with the hearty approval of this committee. 

Following is a copy of the subject-matter which we approve. 

Our Boston convention reaffirmed our demand for the enact¬ 
ment of laws, state and national, fur the abolishment of injunctions 
in labor disputes, except where there is no other adequate remedy 
at law. The convention also reaffirmed the demand for the improve¬ 
ment and the enforcement of laws relating to child labor. ccmpuKore¬ 
education, the eight-hour day. prevailing rate of wages, contract 
labor in prisons, and the sanitary inspection of mines, tunnels, work¬ 
shops and tenements. 

It was asserted that we should also demand the enactment of 
laws, state and national, providing for postal saving* hanks and 
postal express; ownership and operation by municipalities, the state 
or nation, of all public utilities ; municipal ice plants: municipal abat¬ 
toir* ; ballot reform; direct legislation through the initiative and 
referendum: abolition of the electoral college ami direct nomination 
and election of president, vice-president. United States senators, 
judges. an<l all elective officers. 

There is no greater evil than that of child labor, e*peciallv in 
glass factories, woolen and cotton mill-, etc. Fortunately, our trade 
Is not cursed to any extent with child labor, a- the evil is generally 
understood. It may be that here and there bov* of immature age 
arc employed in the composing rooms as errand W*. etc., b-t these 
instance- are rare, and can be quickly corrected through proper 
local action. We should go on record in support of the general cam¬ 
paign against the exploitation of the child and 1 he coining of (lie flesh 
and blood of women and children into profit for tlie corporations. 
This campaign is gaining new force with the pas-age of time, ami 
it ha* a-MKiateel with it ea: men and women, who will npt *ub- 
mit to discouragement, and who will not cease their efforts until 
national ami -late laws are framed and passeti hv rongress and the 
state k-gi.latunt*. which will effectively curb the greed and rapacitv 
thal finds their worst expression in the exph itation of the elefciut- 
less children of the country. In this great cause we should eagerly 
and cheerfully contribute of our energy, both moral and financial.

Albert Brisbane was an extremely religious character. Yet his 
religion had nothing in common with any of the existing theologies— 
in fact it was no theology at all, because it was based upon the sci¬ 
entific researches of the nineteenth century. And it is remarkable 
how he applied the results of these scientific researches to the 
Fourierist philosophy and to the history of the human race. In 
this way he developed a conception of history all his own, which does 
not differ materially from the Marxian conception, as the following 
quotation will show: 


“Socialism may be presented in different ways. It may be con¬ 
sidered a social science, in its instinctive, intuitional form, or it may 
be considered as a manifestation of the aim and tendency of The age 
fat historical evolution. It is, in hs actual phase, 4 neto system of 
political etonomy. 

“If we call the Greek system the political economy of Slavery, 
we may call this modern system the political economy of Capital and 
Wages. Both, however, arrive at the same result, namely, the com¬ 
plete industrial subjection of the laboring classes. In antiquity the 
lash was the fierce incentive to labor; at present it is starvation, or the 


fear of it. The laborer today is forced to accept the paltry remunera¬ 
tion which keeps him but one degree .above starvation, while con¬ 
temning him to constant toil, consequently to mental inferiority, often 
absolute degradation. 

“ ‘Socialism' is a third and entirely new system of political eco¬ 
nomy. We may call it the Political Economy of Labor. 

“Going back to the early history of humanity we find in Egypt 
and India the reign of conquests. In Egypt the son followed the pro¬ 
fession of the father, and men were divided into castes according to 
a fundamental distinction in industrial pursuits. Later on, when the 
system was fully developed, it became in many respects a despotism; 
the social line became so indexible, finally, that hostility grew up 
between the superior and inferior castes. 

"During the King Quldeo-Assvrian reign, and down through the 
Greek and Roman civilizations, the institution of slavery prevailed. 
Hi the middle ages slavery was transformed into serfdom — a miti¬ 
gated form of the personal ownership of man by man; and in oar 
modem age serfdom has given place to the wages system. At oete 
time man, the producer, was owned by his fellow-man—by what now 
constitutes the capitalist; today it is the instrmr mts of prodactfon, 
the mines, the manufactories, the railways, etc., which are owned by 
the capitalist The producer is set free, but hit time and labor are 
owned by those who control the wealth of society. A vast system of

"It is essy to in the rxaltation 
of the Federal judiciary a survival of 
the old mediaeval doctrine thst the 
king can do no wrong. In fact*much 
the name attitude of mind which made 
monarchy posable may be seen in 
this eountrv to our attitude toward the 
Supreme Court. As long as the peo¬ 
ple reverenced the king hit irrespon¬ 
sible power rested on a secure founda¬ 
tion. To'dritro^ the popular belief 
in his superior wisdom and virtue was 
to destroy the basis of hi* authority 
Hence all criticism of the king or his 
policy was regarded as an attack on 
the system itself and treated accord¬ 
ingly as a serious political crime. . 
There are indications . .. that popular 
faith in the infallibility of the Supreme 
Court has been much shaken m re¬ 
cent years..
